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Propose Amendment 
to Experience Rule 


Rule Would Retain Experience Requirement for Regu- 
lar Staff, but Would Create New Class of Trial 
Teachers at Lower Salaries 


\n amendment to the local school board 
rule which requires two years’ experience of 
applicants for teachers was proposed at the 
syomittee meeting Tuesday night. Under the 
yesent rules it will be taken up at the next 
mecting 

The proposed rule would, while retaining 
an experience requirement for appointment 
to the regular staff, set up a new class of 
teachers, to be named “trial teachers,’’ who 
may be elected without previous experience, 
but whose work will be closely supervised by 
the superintendent. Their salary would be at 
a lower figure than that of the regular staff. 

lhe new rule would set up a differentiation 
between graduates of a three-year course at a 
state teachers’ college and graduates of a 
four-year course at state teachers’ colleges or 
other institutions granting an A.B. degree or 
its equivalent. Under the present rules two 
years’ experience is required of every appli- 
cant, Whether he or she had three years or 
four years of training. The proposed rule 
would require two years’ experience of 
applicants who have had three years’ training 
and one year's experience of those who have 
had four years’ training, this being for elec- 
tion to the regular staff. 


Salary to Be Less 
The salary of the trial teachers will vary 
with the amount of training. Those with three 
years’ training would be given a salary 80 per 
cent of the minimum given to a regular 
teacher of the same class, and those with four 
years’ training would receive a salary 90 per 
cent of the minimum fora regular. 

The superintendent, principal and head of 
the department in which the teacher is work- 
ing would under the new rule carefully super- 
vise and guide the new instructor. After each 
term confidential reports on his progress are 
to be presented to the school committee. 

If the trial teachers’ work is satisfactory at 
the end of the year, four-year course gradu- 
ates may be elected to the regular stati, and 
three-year course graduates may be elected 
to another year on the trial stati at a ninety 
per cent salary. At the end of the second year 
trial teachers may be elected to the regular 
staff. 

The proposed amendment was presented 
by Elmer J. Grover. The two-year rule has 
been the subject of much controversy since

Assessors Again Err 
in Figuring Tax Rate 


Make Exactly Same Mistake as Three Years Ago—San- 
atorium Item of $3562.58 Included Twice 
Illegal Playground Item Included 


For the second time in three years a mis- 
take has been made in the Andover tax-rate 
| In 1931 the tax rate as announced was fifty 
cents higher than it should have been; this 
year it was about twenty-two cents higher 
than it should have been. 
| The Townsman discovered the error Wed 
nesday while it was analyzing the rate figures 
to ascertain in detail what caused the rate to 
rise. The mistake was made in exactly the 
same manner as it was three years ago, but 
this year it was an item of $3,562.58 that was 
included twice in the figures, while in 1931 
the item was $8,846.36. 

The item both years was the Essex sana- 
torium item. It was included in the total ap- 
propriations of $576,138.83 and also in the 
county assessments of $24,766.50, thus mak- 
ing the total town expenditures $3,562.58 
higher than they should have been. 

In the long run the mistake will not be a 

serious one, for although the money is raised, 
it will not be spent, but will go over into the 
overlay reserve and may be used to reduce 
another year’s tax rate. However, it means 
that each taxpayer this year will have to pay 
about 22 cents more for each thousand dollars 
worth of property, 
Another item included in the assessors’ 
figures for total appropriations was the $1250 
voted for playground supervision at the an- 
nual town meeting but later declared illegal. 
The $750 voted for the same purpose in May 
was also included. This $1250 will go into free 
cash, and though it means a rise of about 
eight cents in this year’s rate, it can be used 
to reduce another year’s rate

Chapter 132, General Laws, which requires 
cities and towns to destroy the eggs, cater- 
pillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy and 
brown tail moths under heavy penalty for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the 
law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such 
eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the 
city or town is required to destroy the same, 
and the cost of the work, in whole or in part, 
according to the value of the land, is sed 
upon and becomes a lien on the land. (Section 
18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on reverse.) 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to 
co-operate with the town in its work on high- 
ways and other public grounds by doing 
effective work on their premises. Citizens 
who have cleaned their premises of the 
moths, but find their trees endangered by the 
neglect of owners of adjoining estates should 
make complaint to the Selectmen. The in- 
festation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be 
destroyed at once with creosote. They should 
never be scraped off the object on which they 
are laid. Careful search should be made for 
gypsy moth egg clusters, not only on trees 
but also on house walls, stone walls, fenc
